take out a beei licen.se at £12 10. Although 
tho Council has not plJected the latter, it has 
certainly niana;,'i!.l to make every retail li- 
qnor-tioaler pay U) more per tpiarler thnn 
the Asse, iibly intended ; and sinijily by not 
withdrawing tho ameiidmont at once, in- 
stead of keeping* the new; 'Ji^unh bill in 
slutu. quo. We have no disposition to 
quote authprllies to support tho llouso 
against tho Couacil. Everybody c.tpccted 
or wants tho House, to hayo tho sole 
right 'to impose taxes and originate 
money bills, leaving the Counuil but two 
voices in money qiiostion's-^'ip'nogative and 
au ttllirmalivc.

Wo ore dovvnon am- 
hi;^uous iariguagei But the ilast minutes oi 
the Council (published: yesterday) don't say, 
" We, the Council, have no right to origiiiato 
or amend a money bill;- the Assembly has 
the solo ri^hl." Nut a word half so plain. 
Its minutes are ambiguous, neither denying 
nor alKrniinL,' ils lirst positiion ; therefore we 
proMiuio the Cfiinicil had forgotten its trea- 
tise oa ambiguity.

Tba Oreat Sale of Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's Fort Property. 

Yesterday noon, about 150 penons gath- 
ored in the Fori Yard for the purpose of at- 
tending the sale of Hudson Bay Coin.jany's 
properly. Mr. Backus officiated as auc- 
tioneer, and beforu proireeding .Mated the 
terras of sale, which were as follows : 
TEKMS OF SALE. 
Twenty-five per cent, of the puTchaiie 
money to be paid upon the day of sale, and 
Xhe balance thereof at any time wiliiiu two 
jears of the day of sale, with one per cent 
per month interest thereon, payable quar- 
terly for one year from the day of sale, and 
•one and one-hall per cent, per month inieresi, 
payable quarterly for the second year. All 
taxes and assessments which shall be im- 
posed upon or in respect of the lands sold, 
must be paid wlien duo by tlie purchaser. 
Failing compliance with each and all ul the 
iabove conditions, nil previous partial ppy- 
inents will be forfeited, and the ■'and will 
ievort to the Hudson liay Coinpany. Con- 
veyances in due form will ba executed, on 
■compliance with the above-mentioned con- 
ditions, without chiirf^e to the purchaser. 
Parties purchasiu'; buildinys on or partly on 
the street, must remove the same within 
thirty days, so as not to obstcuft the streets.

— cheap enough, if only for firewood. 

The footing up of the figuries shows the

As twenty-five per cent of the 
purchase money was paid yesterday, the
